Battle Over Tract W aged Before Re­ 
bellion and For Years 
Afterward. 
In the early colon ial 
day s, when the 
pu ritan common wealth of Massachu­ 
setts claimed “ev ery thin g from Capo 
Cod w estw ard to the w estern ocean,” 
there was a little tract known as Bos­ 
ton Comer, ov er which a qu estion of 
ju risdiction was waged by New York. 
Ten y ears before the revolut ion ary war 
the two colon ies appoin ted commis­ 
sion ers to fix u pon 
a mu tu ally acecpt* 
able bou n dary lin e, bu t after lon g n e­ 
gotiation , while they ca me n ear en ou gh 
to agree u pon a starti n g lin e, they 
cou ld n ot decide w h e th e r or n ot it 
shou ld parallel the Hu dson riv er, an d 
fin ally gav e it u p. 
After the war the 
con trov ersy was ren ew ed an d was re- 
fe.rr d to Con gress, an d this time a 
bou n dary was defin itely fix ed, begin ­ 
n in g a t a poin t, on the Massachu setts- 
Con n ecticu t lin e, tw en ty miles from 
the Hu dson , an d ex ten din g n orthw est­ 
ward in a straight lin e parallel with 
the gen eral tren d of the riv er. 
This 
lin e followed closely the wester n slope 
of the Tacorde mou n tain s, leav in g the 
v alley lan ds in New Y o'k state. 
At 
the sou thwest an gle, howev er, 
th e 
m ou n tain s receded an d left abou t oOU 
acres of bottom lan d in Massachu setts. 
This section was in accessible from the 
eastern side of the mou n tain s, an d in 
time its people bore an u n en v iable rep­ 
u tation for lawlessn ess, 
an d 
Boston 
Corn er, as it was kn own , became the 
rcs ert of all man n er of lawbreakers, 
ps in habitan ts did n ot v ote, an d tho 
tax collector left them sev erely alon e. 
M a h e r s grew worse till 18 53, when 
John Morirssey , tho famou s pu bilist, 
afterw ard serv in g in con gress, fou ght 
weight 
champion ship of the world. 
There was a gen eral melee ov er the 
ri u lt of this fight. P u ri ta n Massachu ­ 
setts rose in in dign ation . 
The stato 
assembly ba d been , con siderin g the 
organ ization of a special police for 
Boston Corn er, bu t in 18 54 the kn ot 
was cu t by the legislatu re cedin g somo 
3,000 acres of lan g, which in clu ded Bos­ 
ton Corn er, to the state of New York. 
An d New York accepted the gift. 
Bos 
ton Corn er is n ow peacefu l an d law 
abidin g, a differen t class of people liav 
lu g replaced those of th e o0s, an d tho 
on ly ev iden ce rem ain in g may be seen 
bv n oticin g the map of Massach u setts 
which shows the sou th w est 
corn er 
chopped off at an an gle.
